BOOKS WE READ 


The sort of reading done by the gen­ 
eral public from ' ear to year may pro!) 
ably be gauged with fair accuracy by 
the new books published. 
And exami­ 
nation of the records for P.*17 is il­ 
luminating. 
Economics, apparently, is almost as 
popular as fiction. And religion comes 
next. There were ’'22 works of fiction 
published in this country last year. 9"2 
works of economies and sociology and 
798 of religion and theology. History, 
poetry and si ie nee < ame not far be­ 
hind. 
Plainly, we're not so slavishly 
devoted to fiction as most of us im­ 
agine. 
Moreover, the proportion of fiction 
to the total number of publications "as 
only a little more than nine per cent, 
aud at no time in the last seven y e a r s 
has it risen above lo per l ent 
The tendency to d a y is more distinct­ 
ly toward ‘ solid books' than it has 
been for m a n y years. 
Perhaps four 
fifths of our publications come definite­ 
ly in this i lass 
And it should not be j 
forgotten that a l a r g e percentage of 
our novels are solid enough in a way— 
stories written for a purjiose, and filled 
with facts and propaganda. 
We’re a 
pretty serious people, and we do more 
serious reading than any nation in the 
world.

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NEXT FOURTH 


The next Fourth of July should bo 
the most notable Fourth we have had 
in half a century. Whether we cele­ 
brate It joyfully or sadly will depend 
very largely on how the war happens 
to lie going at the time; but that we 
will want to celebrate it in some big. 
significant way. to distinguish it above 
ordinary Fourths, there is no doubt 
Just how to go about it is a prob­ 
lem, 
It might seem appropriate, in 
war time, to have fireworks displays, 
suggestive of the battle 
front. 
But 
there is a practical and patriotic ar - 1 
gument against such exhibitions. The 


Democracy is not 
eminent by the people. 
It is the 
recognition of the welfare of the 
people as the purpose for which 
government exists. 
This purpose 
involves individual freedom, indi­ 
vidual obedience to the laws or 
agreements which save freedom 
from anarchy, with justice as the 
final aim of both freedom and obe­ 
dience. 
In democracy the minor­ 
ity bows to the "ill of the major­ 
ity. but not to its opinions. 
It is 
essential to Ireedorn that personal 
opinion 
should 
be 
safeguarded, 
for it is the backbone of democ­ 
racy. 
It results, therefore, that 
the touchstone of democracy is 
found in its treatment of minor­ 
ities. 
A republic, no more than a 
monarchy, can claim infallibility 
or impeccability. 
So the "ill of 
the majority is always subject to 
revision. The will of a democracy 
is the composite of the wills of all 
its sovereign people. The aims of 
these may not always be wise or 
righteous. Their motives are sure 
to be mixed: hence a democracy 
can not suppress adverse opinions 
by force—only by conciliation and 
argument, 
(inly a despotism can 
mane a desert of opinion “and call 
it peace.’ 
A democracy without 
tolerance is a contradiction oi 
terms. 
Iii a democracy each voter 
is a ruler and each one must be a 
“conscientious objector” to some­ 
thing. 
Every minority is held to­ 
gether by the hope that it may 
sometime 
become 
a 
majority. 
Even one, with right on his side, 
may 
become 
a 
majority. “ His 
soul goes marching on.” 
■When a minority 
represents 
folly, it soon evaporates in free 
air. 
Under forcible repression. 
lolly 
becomes dangerous. 
Su|>- 
invasion of thought and speech is 
the discredited weapon of auto­ 
cracy . 
That the land of freedom 
should lie secure in its minorities 
as "ell as in its majorities, our 
fathers wrote into 
the 
Federal 
Constitution those articles which 
guarantee freedom of the press, of 
speech, and assembly. 
They val­ 
ued freedom more highly than we 
do because they knew what it "a s 
to lie without it. 
They had lived 
under a Prussian King of Eng­ 
land 
W rong action may be put 
down ny law. but wrong opinions 
never. 
Lilt this freedom of minorities 
exacts certain duties as well. Not 
every aet which is legal can be 
defended as wise 
Wisdom of ut­ 
terance in time of stress should 
have a definite and defensible pur­ 
pose behind it 
At the present 
moment our Nation 
is 
in 
the 
strain of a gigantic 
war 
Our 
people a - a "hole 
believe 
that 
their entrance into this war was 
righteous and unavoidable. 
T h e y 
ha'e no military or economic ends 
to serve 
They use the potential 
forces of the Nation to assist the 
self-governing nations of Europe 
to resist the aggressions of a con­ 
quering dynastv. 
The questions 
as to whether we could or should 
ha'e held aloof are no longed lier- 
tinent. 
We are in the war. and in 
so far as any war may be right­ 
eous we are on the right side. 
It is our duty as good citizens 
to look forward and not backward 
in these days, and the more in­ 
telligent our conception 
of

But the suppression ot 
such meetings I v force is equally 
unfortunate.

Lord Courtney, of Pen w* Uh, as­ 
sures us that “war time is the op­ 
portunity ot fools,’ ’and extrem­ 
ists on both sides live up to their 
opiKirtunities.

To speak seriously, we should 
avoid needless discord. 
Unless 
some point is to be gained by 
standing out, rome matter of con­ 
science or advantage in action, 
we should prest nt a solid front.

through aimless discontent. 
But 
our aim should be tolerance and 
conciliation, not lip service 
and 
conformity. As Europe lias proved

Free dis­ 
cussion and friendly relation are 
the high road to sanity. 
It is a necessary part of our 
dynastic scheme to fill the civil­ 
ized world with its professional 
spies and agents.
